In East Palo Alto, doctors re- 
ported a total of seven communi- 
cable disease incidence: three cas- 
es of scarlet fever, two of German 
measles and one each of measles, 
poliomyelitis and septic sore 
throat.

Homfeld said that a 72-passeng- 
er bus would cost the district be- 
tween $6000 and $8000; purchase 
can be expedited if it is purchased 
through the county.

Uniform Traffic . 
Signs Studied — 
For California

Uniform sign, signal and mark- 
ing procedures for the control of 
traffic in every city and county 
area in the state is one of the 
most significant ideas on which lo- 
cal government agencies may 
have an opportunity to act in or- 
der to control one of the nation’s 
most deadly killers — automobile 
accidents. 


Such marking procedures 
were recommended at a recent 
meeting of the California Traffic 
Safety conference in Sacramento 
by that agency’s engineering di- 
vision. 

I attended the engineering di- 
vision meeting, Menlo Park Police 
Chief George Potter attended the 
conference’s “law enforcement” 
division gathering. 

Before more fully discussing 
the significance and advantages 
of the engineering division’s re- | 
commendation, it would be well 
to study the conference as a 
whole and its role in the state 
of California. 


The conference meets yearly, at 
the invitation of the governor. To 
it are called representatives of the 
cities, counties, high schools and 
colleges throughout the state, for 
the purpose of discussing what 
can be done to lower the tremend- 
ous number of accidents which, 
every year, take thousands of 


j lives, result in tens of thousands: 


of injuries and do almost incaleul- 
able damage in the nation as aj 
whole. | 

The conference is divided in- | 
to divisions so that delegates ' 
may specialize in their studies | 
and recommendations. These 
divisions include “education,” 
“engineering,” “enforcement,” 
“motor vehicle administration,” 
“egymmercial vehicles’ and | 
“traffic safety clinic and werk- 
shop.” H

unified, state-wide program for 
traffie safety.

Our eiphasis on 
this phase of traffic safety en- | 
gineering resulted from a year- 
long study ... and by direct 
contacts .. .” 


The need for uniformity in sig- 
nals, signs and other street and/| 
highway markings throughout the 
State is a real one. 

Too often, motorists travelling 
from one area to another find! 
themselves faced, not only with 
different traffic laws and a differ- 
in philosophy of enforce-| 
ment, but with a new array of 
signs and signals. ‘ 

Anything that confuses a mo- 
torist is apt to result in condi- 
tions leading to accidents. . 


It can be argued that such uni-| 
formity would be difficult to! 
achieve, since some cities whieh | 
already have signs different from | 
those of a preferred pattern | 
the state as a whole would have 
difficulty in financing a change- 
over. 

Such a changeover, however. 
need not be made overnight. A 
logical starting point would be 
the adoption, by each political ag- 
eacy, of an ordinance calling for 
uniformity in signs and other 
traffic directors and markers. 

Changes could start from that 
point. And when complete, anoth- 
er possible soufce’ of -ffaffic mis- 
haps would have boent¥liminated.

In answer to question 1, “What 
in

trying to give but they feel free 
to comment on and hope there 
will be attention to, new ideas 
that have promise of improved ed- 
ucation for children...” 

“The satisfaction which ‘the 
people feel with the kind of ed- 
ucational program they now 

have ... constitutes an invalu- 
able reservoir of school support. 
Every effort should be made to 
keep this public informed about, 
interested and gpariicipating in, 
the school program . . 

“The nature of the comments 

. indicates the people are 
aware of and are thinking about a 
modern elementary school pro- 
gram. Everything good said about 
the schools must therefore be tak- 
en as meaning the schools are 
good schools for today, but there 
is no indication they can rest on 
their laurels...”
